piece to you as best I can, 

The face or date side has three raised crowns arranged 
in triangular order with the date, 1710, at the apex of the 
triangle. At the top it bears the letters, V. E R. S., and 
has peculiar milling around the edge in the shape of minute 
pyramids arranged with the base at the outer edge of the 
piece and the apexes toward the center, 

The reverse side bears a crown at the top and under, as# 
shield bearing two arrows cressed, and at the inner point of 
the shield two letters, but they cannot be made out as at this 
Place the piece is quite well worn, The edge bears little 
diamond shaped indentatéons as outer milling, 

This piece has been in our family for years and there is 
a curios little story connected with it. It is said that it 
was blessed by one of the Jesuit fathers, and bears the pecu- 
liar property of protecting the life of the one who bears it 
to.war, As near as can be learned, my great, great, great 
grandfather bore it with him to the French- Indian war in the 
1700's, serving on the French side, Certain it is that my 
great, great grandfather carried it with him through the 

= Revolution, and my father carried it through the war of the 
T Rebellion.
